MINING CONGRESS GETS 


INTO CONSERVATION VAN 


Resolution Introduced Appealing to Pres- 


ident Taff fo Recover Oil Lands 


in California 


LOS ANGEL.E3, Sept. 29 —The resolu- | 


ttons committee of the American Mining j 
Congress demonstrated today that It had 
accepted the advtcs of Glftord Plnchot 
to get Into the van of the conservation 
movement, although It differed widely 
with him in some matters, and in Its, 
declaration of conservation principles as 
embodied In its adopted resolutions, rec- 
ognized states' rights and demanded free- 
for-all entry upon the upb'Io domain. 
George Dorsey of Utah, chairman of the 
resolutions committee, declared that the 
report If adopted, would mean real con- 
serving of natural resources and not 
making of them sealed and bottled pre- 
serves. 
The report declares for state control 


of resources, particularly water, and for 
conservation In the preventing waste. 
But it advocates throwing all the mining 
lands of the country to miners, pros- 
pectors and oil men and opposes any 
legislation present or proposed that an- 
tagonises any withdrawals. 


MINERS HAMPERED. 


The report goes on to say that In 


many Instances the administration of the 
rules of the forest service have discour- 
aged mining and prospectlnp, and have 
hampered miners and prospectors In their 
lawful vocation. 
It Is recommended that a spirit of 


greater harmony and co-operation be- 
tween, the miner and the government ob- 
tain and that the laws of the public 
domain be administered without burden- 
some tasks and discouragement from, de- 
partment rules. 


On the question ot water upon the pub- 


lic lands It is recommended that laws be 
enacted definitely defining O.e rights of 
citizens to utilize streams and rights-of- 
way for power purposes and that such 
laws provide for the concuirent use 
the rights-of-way BO long as the 
rights are put to a beneficial use. 


Thomas B. Gibbon of Los Angeles ap- 
pealing to President Taft to take Imme- 
diate action looking to the recovery by 
the government of the oil lands In Cali- 
fornia now held by the Souti-ern Pacific. 


PINCHOT'S MEASURE. 


Pirchot, In his address before the Con- 


g-ess Monday iiiffl-t, won his greatest 
measure of appla-use by suggesting such 
action against the railroad. 
Gibbon ex- 


pressed ardent ejpporl of the Plnchot 
theories and the resolution socks to carry 
out the suggestion of the foimer forester. 


The oil lands now he'd by the Southern 


Pacific are valued at more than $50 - 
000,000, It is asserted, and Gibbon quotes 
the patent granted bv the- government 
to the railroad, -wiiic-h c\cepts all rninera, 
land but coal and iron, as ground for th« 
proposed proceedings for 
forfeiture.
